In the report of the investigation con- 
ducted by Charles E. Hughes and At- 
torney General Gregory which was be- 
fore the country today after having 
been made public at the White House 


While the report acknowledges the 
successes and achievements of the new 
administration in aircraft, headed by 
John D. Ryan, it deals 
unsparingly 


•with the shortcomings of the old or- 
ganization and recommends ^ courtmar- 
tlal. proceedings for one army officer 
concerned and 
criminal presecutions 


for three others. 
The blame for the failures is charg- 
ed by Hughes' report to defective or- 
ganization in the army signal corps 
and the lack of competent direction of 
the work by the responsible officers 
of the corps. 
The report finds that there were de- 
lays in getting airplane models from 
the allies and preparing specifications 
for their production; that plan fre- 
quently were changed to the embar- 
rassment of contractors: 
that 
some 
manufacturers well qualified by organi- 
zation and experience could not get 
orders while others apparently with 
few qualifications, if any, did succeed 
in getting them, and that there was 
confusion and waste in the plants. 
Profits in some instances, Mr. Hughes 
reports, were enormous, although At- 
torney General Gregory points out that 
sixty per cent of these profits revert 
to the government in the form of war 
taxes and expresses belief "that no 
such profits were allowed as to justify 
a charge' of bad faith."

new equipment of the 
latest design.

The 
mechanical 
equipment of the 


building is designed with a view to ef- 
fficiencv. 
low cost of operation, and 


durability- The plumbing fixtures are 
of porcelain and brass, especially de- 
signed lor public buildings 
The build- 
ing is heated by. steam from a down 
draft boiler 
The electric lighting fix- 
tures are so designed and placed as to 
give perfect lighting service without 
causing eye-strain or wasting current. 
All electric and telephone wires are 
concealed, in rigid metal conduits. 


The building was designed and built 


by the office of Supei mtendent Archi- 
tect 
of 
the 
Treasury 
Department, 


which has constructed and maintains 
over twelve hundred buildings in the 
United 
States 
and 
colonies. 
Mr. 


Thomas W. Cissel, of Wooster, Ohio, 
was the general contractor and many

In > placing the new building many 
sites were considered, and much time 
was given to the discussion as to the 
most practical location for the federal 
building. 
Finally the Sherwood plot 
adjoining the Sherwood hotel was se- 
lected, and it is rich in historical lore 


Of this history E. C. Wright, cashier 


of the first National bank and a de- 
scendent of the fourth generation of 
the 
original owners of the site, in 


whose possession it has remained since 
the year 1807, has prepared a brief 
synopsis. The review follows: 
" "Our new postoffice stands on a piece 
of ground which had been longer in 
the occupancy of one family than per- 
haps any in Newark. 
,'The first settlers came into Licking 
county at the very end of the 18th 
century. 
Our 'Old Fort' was in fact 


first seen by a white man in the jyear 
1SOO. Something over two years later 
the town of Newark was laid out by 
Cummins and Burnett of Newark, New 
Jersey., and William Schenck of Ohio, 
and the three owning a considerable 
body of land recently obtained from 
the government. 
"In August, 1807. Robert Sherwood, 
a joung Englishman, and 
Catherine 


Herron Sherwood, his wife, bought lot 
No. 78 in Newark and received a deed 
for it which is still in existence, in the 
hands of one of their descendants of 
the fourth generation, Henry Sherwood 
Fleek. 
The consideration 
named in 
the deed is one dollar, and the signa- 
ture to it is thot of William C. Schenck 
for himself and as agent for Cummins 
and Burnett. It is interesting to re- 
member that in 1807 Thos. Jefferson 
was president, the political ancestor of 
the party in power when this building 
was designed, begun and completed. 
Napoleon was then at the height of his 
power—emperor of the French—though 
a world war was then raging, which 
was to end in his overthrow eight ye»rs 
later and his exile at St. Helena. 


"It is doubtful if the Newark of that 


day was£much concerned. In 1807 
Newark was in Fairfield county. 
It 


was originally in Washington county. 
with Marietta as the county seat. Then 
the 
northerly part of Washington 


county was er<»cted into Ross countx. 
with Chillicothe as.county t-e-it Again 
the northerly part of Ross was set off 
as Fairfield county with Lancaster as 
county seat, and still later, in 1808. the 
northern part of Fairfield was set off 
and named Licking county, and 
the 
cojnty seat 
established at 
N> >\ark 


after a spirited contest between Henron 
and Newark for the honor. This orig- 
inal Sherwood deed was therefore re- 
corded in Fairfield county, and carries 
an endorsement to that effect signed by 
Hush Boyle, recorder, who was great 
grandfather of Mrs. Major Charles W. 
Montgomery of this city. 


"The lot number 78 extended 198 feet

This was in the early fifties. 
"About the beginning of the 
Civil 


War the railroad was again moved 
further east (to its present location) and 
the part of the Sherwood lot it had oc 
cupied reverted to Adam Fleek. 
In 


1863 he sold the easterly 59 feet of the 
original lots 78 and 91 to George Wal- 
lace front whom it- passed to Dr. Bald- 
win. In 1877 Adam Fleek died anSf his 
property interest passed to his three 
surviving children, and was occupied 
by the eldest. Mary Fleek New kirk, 
until her death in 1S93. Later the 
heirs of John Sherwood Fleek deeded 
their interest in the Sherwood lot to 
Martha Fleek Wright, who had there 
been born and married. 
From her it 


descended to h»r sons. Frederick Sher- 
wood Wright and E. C. Wright. 
Soon 


afterwards the Sherwood Improvement 
company was formed largely by direct 
descendants of Rottrt Sherwood and 
this company in 1SU5 bought the land 
and erected the Sherwood hotel on the 
eastern half • of the 
lot. Still later 


when the government asked for tenders 
of land for a postoffice site the Sher- 
wood Improvement c,ompdny offered 
their unoccupied ground space to the 
government, and it was accepted large- 
ly through the efforts of Congressman 
William "A. Ashbrook.

"Later the pieeg of ground immedi- 


ately on the corner of First and Main 
which had been dedicated to the city 
as a. park by the Sherwood company, 
was secured by the government Here 
lias grown up under our ejes a building 
which is. we feel, worthy of the gov- 
ernment which created it. and of the 
city which it is to serve—a city whcih 
would ha\e been deemed a very remote 
possibility in that August of 1807, when 
Robert Sherwood paid his dollar and 
recehed his deed."

BURIAL RECORD 


October Burials at Cedar 


Hill Four times the Aver- 
age Monthly Record for 
the Previous Year. 


During the month of October there 


was 118 burials in Cedar Hill cemetery 
and 20 in Mt. Calvary cemetery—a total 
of 138. The monthly average heretofore 
has been 30. 


Of these deaths 85 were clue to the 


epidemic of influenza which has been 
raging in the city for the past several 
weeks, and include* the burial of those 
dying away Irom home, whose bodies 
were brought to this city. The deaths 
attributed to the epidemic have been 
classed as follows by reports made to 
Health Officer W. H. Knauss: 


Fifteen, due directly to Spanish in- 
fluenza: 13, as influenza, followed by 
bronchial-pneumonia: 
40, 
lobav-pneu- 
monia: one. influenza and meningitis— 
the remaining seven due to influenza 
and other causes. 
There were eight deaths from influ- 


enza in addition to the above number 
from townships which report to the local 
board of health—namely' Hanover. Lick- 
ing. 
Madison, Mary Ann, Newark and 
McKean. 


The bodies of seven non-residents of 
the city were brought here for inter- 
ment, all of whom died from the ef 
fects of an attack of influenza 


Of the deaths by influenza, 30 were 


under 25 years of age. and 55 over 25. 
At one time it was impossible for the 
force of gravediggers to keep apace 
with request for graves, and it was nec- 
ess-ary to call on the city for laborers 
to assist at Cedar Hill cemetery. The 
largest number of interments in one day 
at Cedar Hill cemetery was 17. 


Receipts at the cemeteiy for the 


month amounted to $3504 70, divided as 
follows- Sale of lots, $1301; for endowii- 
ment, $1030, and to the general fund, 
$1167.70. 


Superintendent Crilly said that burial 


permits showed that of the IIS bodies 
interred. 74 died of "flu" and 44 of 
other causes.

trench hhovel and went to the other 
Hide but could see only the foliage. On 
returning to his work the face seemed 
to remain outlined in the tree. Shortly 
afterwards he was wounded. 


Private Johns with his brother, Harry 


Johns, who was also wounded in the 
8ois»on» battle on July 19, and is in an 
Kngllsh hospital, enlisted in the ma- 
rines in the summer of 1917, and were 
stationed at Paris Island for training. 
On November 12 they landed at 14res,t, 
France, and saw their first active sei- 
vice in the trenches at Verdun. He was 
with the 97th company, 6th regiment. 


From there they were transferred to 
the Alsace-Lorraine sector and then 
bent into the great battle at Belleau 
woods which marks the mobt historic 
event in the American phase of work 
co-operating with the allies. 
It was 
there the great German advance was 
hlopped through aid of the Americans. 
In talking of this battle Johns says 
the greatest work lay in ferreting out

the machine-gun nests. 
The hidden 


guns of the Huns played on the ad- 
vancing Americans. 
It was given to 
Johns to be one ot those Americans who 
made possible the turning of the tide 
of battle. 
At Chateau Thierry the same condi- 


tions prevailed, and the big fight seem- 
ed to be waged with machine guns, but 
at Soissons, Johns describes the fight as 
a "hell on earth." 
"The artillery was covering every 
stretch of ground. Intermingling with 
the high explosive shells were streams 
of gas shells, and to add to the horror 
of these the bombardment from the air 
was intense. Men were blown to frag- 
ments. Heads were blown off, legs and 
the bodies torn apart, the arms were 
wrenched off. My 'buddy,' Bill Saylor, 
was beside me when a shell penetrated 
his body, exploding as it entered. His 
head was blown off and he was torn to 
fragments. 
• 
"The din of the battle was so great 
that shouting at the top of my voice I 
could not make the man next to me in 
ranks hear me. When the gas is no- 
ticed the man grabs his nose, places his 
mask, and touches the man next to him. 
That man places his mask and touches 
the man next to him. Silently and 
through touch alone is it possible to 
give the signal down the line. 
"In the midst of the battle it seemed 
to be raining. I threw up my arm and 
found I was warding-off drops of blood 
and bits of human flesh. 
_ On my should- 


er I found a bit of the' neck of a sol 
dier to which was still attached his iden- 
tification disc, issued by the government. 
My uniform was covered with intestines 
and flying debris. Hell canot be much 
worse than horrors of that day. I 
know I prayed every step of the way 
across the field, and count myself lucky 
to come out as well as I did. 
"The first time you are waiting to 
go over—the zero hour—your feelings 
cannot be- described. 
You are not ex- 


actly frightened, but every deed in your 
past life passes through your mind 
I 
have determined that, although not a 
former church-goer, that one hour a 
week is not too much to give, and I am 
going to be a regular attendant." 
In telling of the acts of barbarism 


of the Germans, he related how noth- 
ing was too contemptible for them to 
do. Bits of string found in trees were 
attached (|p mines. 
Doorsteps were 


mined and" when stepped on exploded. 
Helmets found on the field concealed ex- 
plosives, and the drinking water was 
poisoned. 
Private Johns' company suffered a 


heavy casualty list in the Soissons 
fight. 
In describing the size of the holes cut 


by the explosion of shells, he said that 
one night they went out and buried 30 
Germans who had Iain there for weeks, 
and these were placed in a crater caused 
by a shell, and that 30 more could have 
been placed in the same hole-and have 
plenty of room. 


"I stand 5-foot-ll, and some of the 
'duds' (unexploded shells) picked up have 
stood as tall as I am. The one that got 
me, caught five others, and some of 
them have put out of commission as 
high as 150 men. You never hear the 
shell that hits you. It is only the ones 
that miss that you know have arrived. 
I had no sensations before being hit. 
Afterwards, I managed to walk back 
from the battlefield as the men moved 
on. To these who are unable to walk 
the Hed Cross give first-aid on the field, 
and then comes back and picks up. Hut 
believe me, any man who is able t« wi"- 
after he is wounded manages to get off 
himself." 


When asked about his sharp-shooters' 


medal he stated he had won it by mak- 
ing 249 consecutive shots out of a pos- 
sible 253. and in response to a question 
as to whether he had ever been used as 
a sniper, he replied: 


"I have often served in that way. and 


one incident I recall, when several of 
us as snipers were placed in a barn. It 
was during the Chateau-Thierry light, 
and we had been unable to take a cer 
tain railroad station. 
"VVe were placed 


with a view of picking off the Germans 
there. Finally, one big chap wandere 1 
out on the tracks and stretched himself. 
1 cauKht him as he held up his arms. 
He sprang into the air like a jack-raJ>- 
bit. and then fell face-forward on the 
tracks. We played that track all night 
with machine suns and rifle-fire, bill in 
spite of it when morning broke the 
body was gone. 
His companions had 
removed it during the nijrht." 


Private Johns will remain at 
hi<s 
home for 30 days and was busy a short 
time after his arrival preetinK 
hi<! 


friends. At the cn«l of that time he re- 
turns to th» Hrooklyn hospital for rur-
